The inventions according to the claims mentioned below in 
the present application should not be granted a patent under the 
provision of Section 29 (2) of Patent Law, since the inventions could 
have easily been made by persons who have common knowledge in the 
technical field to which the inventions pertain prior to the filing 
of the present application, on the basis of the inventions described 
in the publications mentioned below which were distributed in Japan 
or in foreign countries, prior to the filing of the present 
application.

Against claims 1 and 2,

Against claim 3 

1. Cited documents 1 to 4, and 

2. JP, 11-252651, A (hereinafter referred to as "cited document 
5") 

[Remarks] 

In cited documents 1 and 2, a portable terminal apparatus 
wherein music information including lyric information and 
performance information can be viewed and heard, is described. 
Accordingly, the invention in the claim 1 is different from the 
invention described in cited document 1 or 2 in the following points : 

In the invention in the claim 1, incoming annunciation is 
carried out on the basis of performance information of music 
information. 

On the contrary, in cited document 1, as processing according 
to paragraph 15 and the Step S15 of [Fig. 13] in the of ficial gazette, 
it is described to "notify or indicate interruption, if there is 
an incoming call during replaying", and furthermore, in paragraph 
5 of the specification in cited document 2, it is only described 
to "stop replaying of a music information, if there is a call from 
a center apparatus during replaying of this music information", 
and to "turn the call into a lyric audible display after stopping 
replaying of music information". 

Said differences will be reviewed. In cited document 3, it 
is described that a certain area of MIDI data used for a karaoke 
apparatus is transferred to a portable apparatus as a ringing 
melody. 

In addition, in cited document 4, such a tone generator for 
a mobile phone that enables replaying of a melody ringing tone and 
a suspended tone as well as a melody with lyric words available 
to use for practice of karaoke, is described. 

As mentioned above, considering that it is publicly known 
to divert music information essentially used for a karaoke music 
piece as a ringing tone and to provide a tone generator possible 
to treat both a karaoke music piece and a ringing tone and that, 
in addition, it is widely well known to use a melody as a ringing 
tone, it is perceived that a person skilled in the art could easily 
make such an invention of using a part of performance information 
for the incoming annunciation in the inventions described in cited 
documents 1 and 2 . 

Furthermore, considering the matters described in cited 
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document 3, it is perceived that a person skilled in the art could 
also easily make such a matter appended in the invention according 
to claim 2, as is the case with the invention according to said 
claim 1. 

In the invention according to claim 3, comparing with the 
invention according to claim 1, it has been changed in that "in 
case of having received a demand for incoming, after an incoming 
call display signal displaying that there was an incoming call has 
been generated in a display control means", "performance 
information of the first music information is provided with a music 
tone control means", and "ringing annunciation is carried out" 

Said changes will be reviewed. In paragraph 17 in the official 
gazette in cited document 5, it is described that "a call-in 
annunciation means carries out call-in annunciation in accordance 
with the first preset call-in annunciation operation which, for 
example, does not use a tone for a certain period since the call-in 
was generated and that carries out call-in annunciation in 
accordance with the second call-in annunciation operation, 
different from the first call-in annunciation operation, which, 
for example, uses a tone after a certain period of time has passed". 

Accordingly, there is not any noticeable difficulty in using 
the display also described in cited document 2 as the "first call-in 
annunciation operation without using any tone" in cited document 
5 and in carrying out the second call-in annunciation through tone 
after a certain period of time has passed. 



The reason for regarded as the final notice of rejection
